BILL 



TO 

Prevent the disfranchisement of voters in Ireland by defaults a.l. 1877. 
or defects in the preparation of the rate books, — 

TA^EEREAS it frequently happens that persons entitled to the 
» * municipal and parliamentary franchise in counties, cities, 
towns, and boroughs in Ireland are deprived of their right to tlio 
same by the omission of their names being inserted in the rates 
5 made for the relief of the poor in respect of premises occupied hy 
them, and it is expedient to provide a remedy in that helialf in the 
same manner as same has been aheady provided in the counties, 
cities, towns, and boroughs in England : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 

10 by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Sphitual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows ; 

1 . This Act may upon all occasions and for all purposes be cited short title 
as “The Voters (Ireland) Act, 1877.” of Act. 

15 2. In making out any poor rate after the passing of this Act, Occupier to 

the guardians of the poor, or other person or persons making out 32 &^ 3 ^^V' t 
the said rate, shall enter in the occupier’s column of the rate book c. 4 i. a. 19 .' 
tlie name of the occupier of every rateable hereditament, whether 
the rate is collected from or payable by the owner or occupier, 

20 and such occupier shall be deemed to be duly rated for the purpose 
of any qualification created by any Act regulating the municipal 
or parliamentmy francMse in Ireland; and if any clerk of the 
union, or other person actually charged with the making out of 
the rate, negligently or wilfuRy or without reasonable cause omits 
25 the name of any occupier of any rateable hereditament from the 
rate, or negligently or wilfully misstates any name therein, such 
clerk or other person shnll, for every such omission or mis-state- 
ment, be liable to a penalty not exceeding ttoo pounds, to be recovered 
by civil bill before the chairman of the county at suit of the occupier

of tlie premises in relation to wHoh such omission or mis-statement 
shall haye taken place : Proyided that any occupier whose name 
shall be so omitted shall, notwithstandinf; such omission, and that 
no claim to he rated has been made by him, ho entitled to eyery 
qualification and franchise depending upon rating in the same 5 
manner as if his name had not been so omitted. 

3. Byery owner who pays the poor rate in respect of any such 
premises not in his own occupation, or who is rated or liable to ho 
rated for any hereditament,- shall deliver to the guardians of the 
• poor, clerk of the union, collector-general of rates, or other person 10 
making out any rate in wliich such premises or hereditaments are 
included, from time to time, when required by them or him, in 



writing, a list containing a list of the actual occupiers of the 
premises and hereditaments in respect of which he pays the rates 
or is rated or liable to he rated, and if any such owner wilfully IB 
omits to deUyer such list when required to do so, or wilfully omits 
therefrom or mis-states the name of any occupier, he shall for every 
such omission or mis-statement be liable on summary conviction 
to a penalty not exceeding tioo pounds. 

Pool- T!itcs 4. Pol’ the purposes of this Act all poor ra,tes assessed upon 20 
anyone in respect of any premises shall be deemed to he pay- 
ilctual occu- able by tbe person wbo "was or sball be the actual occupier of tbe 
fatw mSe pi’omises at tbe time wbeu such rates became or shall become 
Immwiiatc* payable; provided always, that whenever the immediate lessor of 
lessor still ^ny promises is now by law liable to bo rated and to pay the poor 25 
rate in respect of such premises, such liability shall continue in 
full force and effect, anything herein contained to the contrary 
notwithstanding, and all such rates may be recovered from and 
enforced against him in the same manner as if this Act had not 
been passed. 30

Construotivo 6. Every payment of a rate by the occupier, notwithstanding the 40 
the rS* amount thereof may be deducted from his rent as herein provided,

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rated or is liable to pay tbe same or has agreed with, tlio occupier 
to pay it, shall be deemed a payment of the rate by the occupier for 
the purpose of any qualification which as regards rating depends 
upon the payment of the poor rate. 

6 7 . Where any poor rate due previously to the first day of 

January shall be unpaid on the first day of June following, in 
every case in wliich the premises are rated to such an amount as to 
entitle the occupier to any municipal or parliamentary franchise, 
the collector of poor rate or other person whose duty it is to 
10 collect such rate shall on or before the tioentieth day of lunCi 
unless such rate has been previously paid, give or cause to 
be given to the occupier a demand note in the form in the 
schedule to this Act annexed. The demand note shall be deemed 
to be duly given if delivered to the occupier or lessee or with 
15 some person at the premises in respect of which the rate is payable. 
Any collector or other person who shall negligently or wilfiilly 
omit to give such demand note shall he deemed guilty of a breach 
of duty in the execution of this Act. 

8. Vrom and after the ^passing of this Act no person shall be 
"iO omitted from any rate made on premises situate in the city of 

Dublin, or from any list of persons entitled to vote at the election 
of Members of Parliament for such city, or from any list of bur-’ 
gesses, by reason of anything contained in the sixty -third section 
of an Act passed in the session of Parliament held in the twelfth 
25 and thirteenth years of Her present Majesty, entitled ‘*An Act 
“ to provide for the collection of rates in the city of Dublin,” but 
every occupier of premies within the said city shall be entitled to 
have his name inserted in any rate, and in any list of voters or hui*- 
gesses, in the same manner to all intents and purposes as if the said 
30 recited section never had been passed. 

9. This Act and the Hepresentation of the People (Ireland) 
Act, 1868, and the Act passed in the foui'th year* of the reign of 
Her Majesty, entitled “ An Act for the regulation of municipal 
“ corporations in Ireland,” and any Acts amending the same or 

35 either of them, shall be read together as one Act.

My receipt must be 
accepted Ijy him as a discharge of so much of your rent.
